Timely Tidbits ... 


John McCain Wins; 


4 of 5 Proposals Lose 
In keeping with many other 
communities throughout the State 
of Michigan, strongly Democratic 
Romulus thumbed its nose at 
Governor John Engler and chose 
John McCain (900 votes) over 
George W. Bush (578 votes) on 
the Presidential Primary's Repub- 
lican ticket. Alan Keyes received 
85 of the total 1,884 votes cast. 

The ballot's sole Democratic 
candidate, Lyndon H. LaRouche, 
received only 52 votes, since most 
Democrats will choose between 
Al Gore and Bill Bradley in the 
March 11 Democratic Caucus. 

In the local portion of the elec- 
tion, voters turned down four pro- 
posed City Charter revisions that 
_ would have adjusted City spend- 


| ing limits to reflect the effects of 


inflation over the past 30 years. 
The proposals also provided a 
means for the City Council to re- 
vise those limits from time to time, 
without the necessity of further 
revisions to the Charter. 

The only proposal to pass was 
one that will require all contracts 
for public improvements to be ac- 
companied by a performance and 
material bond in the amount ofthe 
contract. 


Hunter Safety Class 


Due to many requests, the 
Romulus Police Department will 
host a Hunter Safety Education 
class at the Romulus VFW (lo- 
cated at 39270 Huron River Drive) 
on Saturday and Sunday, March 
25-26. Lunch will be provided by 
the VFW. 

Completion of the class earns 
participants a Hunter Safety Cer- 
tificate. According to Officer Tom 
Ellis, a state law requiring hunters 
to have such acertificate has been 
in effect since 1960. 

Although there is no charge 
for the class, preregistration is 
required, as space is limited to the 
first 50 applicants. Early sign-upis 
strongly recommended. Forms are 
available at the Romulus Police 
Department (located at 11165 
Olive in downtown Romulus). 
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Board To Review Site Plan for New School

A Romulus Community Schools 
committee established to investigate 
ideas for the district's new elementary 
school has — in conjunction with the 
Kingscott Associates architectural firm 
of Kalamazoo — developed some build- 
ing and site plans that will be presented 
to the Board of Education in the near 
future, according to Dick Kruse, the 
district's media liaison. The new school 
will be located on Beverly Road, just 
west of a City park at the northwest 
corner of Beverly and Henry Ruff. 

Soon after the committee was 
formed, its members visited schools in 
other communities to gather ideas. Fur- 


therideas were garnered by Kingscott's 
professionals, who interviewed princi- 
pals, teachers, support staff, and ad- 
ministrators to determine the needs of 
each. Eventually, the ideas were dis- 
cussed at length, and a “total school 
concept" emerged. The architects then 
came up with three possible building 
designs, each with a site plan to show 
how it would fit into the 20-acre site. 

At the committee's most recent 
meeting, the three alternatives were 
thoroughly evaluated, eventually result- 
ing in unanimous agreement on one 
plan, which will soon be submitted to 
the Board. 


"The school would have several 
unique features designed to meet the 
special needs of our curriculum,” said 
Kruse. "The CAIC [computer assisted 
instruction center] rooms would be con- 
nected to the media center, creating a 
technology center that will enable stu- 
dents to do a wide variety of projects. 

"Hallways would have expanded 
areas where students could go for small- 
group instruction and/or tutoring,” he 
added. "And, because the majority of 
classrooms would face the tree-lined 
wetlands along Black Creek, students 
could learn about nature through obser- 
vation and hands-on activities.” O

Romulus Board of Education 
Awards Bleacher Contract

The Romulus Board of Education 
has awarded the contract for Romulus 
Middle School's new home-field bleach- 
ers and press box to the Sturdisteel Co. 
of Waco, Texas, which putin the low bid 
of $190,400 for the project. 

District spokesperson Dick Kruse 
reports that the new bleachers will have 
a capacity of 1,223, including up to 22 
wheelchairs. 

Access to the bleachers will be in 
the form of ramps known as vomitoriums 
— so called due to their similarity to 
passageways in Roman amphitheaters. 
The ramps will lead under the stands to 
three exits — one at each end and one in 
the center — to provide fans with easy 
access to and from the parking lot. 

The bleachers will be positioned 
between the two existing light poles so 
as to offer excellent visibility of the field, 
according to Athletic Committee mem- 
ber Don Foley. Fans will no longer be 
annoyed by having to stare into the 
setting sun in order to watch their favor- 
ite athletes perform. 

As a Safety feature, the bleachers 
willbe completely enclosed, preventing 
young children from falling through

spaces to the area under the stands. 
The feature will also be appreciated by 
fans who have a tendency to inadvert- 
ently knock their belongings off the seat 
during moments of excitement. 

The step size will be 12 inches, with 
a 24-inch space for the benches andleg 
area. 

The press box, with dimensions of 
30 feet by eight feet, will include a 
rooftop area for videotaping and scout- 
ing purposes. The roof will have all the 
necessary restraints and barriers re- 
quired by code for safety purposes. 
Appropriate electical outlets for the PA 
system, scoreboard, etc., will be in- 
stalled, as well as heaters at both ends 
of the press box. 

A completion date of August 18, 
2000, has been projected. 

In the meantime, the Athletic Com- 
mittee continues to work on other 
projects within its purview, including the 
placement of various ball fields at the 
Middle School, parking areas, and the 
concession stand. Plans call for this 
work to be completed in time for fans’ 
enjoyment of the 2000 football season.

"Click It or Ticket" Advise Romulus Police

Beware! On March 10, 2000, anew 
safety-belt law goes into effect. 

The law allows police officers to 
stop a vehicle if they observe any of the 
following: 

e an unbelted driver, 

¢ an unbelted front-seat passenger, 

e an improperly restrained child. 

Motorists should be aware that 
Public Act 29 requires: 

e children under the age of four to be 
secured in a child-safety seat, re- 
gardless of whether they are in the 
front or rear seat; 

e children ages four through fifteen to 
be belted, regardless of whether they 
are in the front or rear seat; 

e drivers and all other front-seat pas- 
sengers, regardless of age, to be 
properly belted.
